lraq investigating whether security forces aided bombers

BAGHDAD — The suicide bombers 
who blew up explosives-laden trucks 
outside government buildings in Bagh- 
dad may have been aided by members 
of Iraq’s security forces, the foreign 
minister said Saturday, even as the gov- 
ernment insisted Iraqi forces could still 
protect the nation. 

Anger is mounting over the security 
lapses that allowed the bombers to drive 
trucks past checkpoints and position 
them close to government targets that 


included the foreign and finance minis- 
tries. Wednesday’s attacks killed at least 
101 people and wounded more than 500. 

The violence has shaken confidence 
in a government eager to demonstrate 
that it can take over responsibility for 
the country’s security from American 
troops, who withdrew from Iraq’s cities 
nearly two months ago. 

“We have to face the truth. There has 
been an obvious deterioration in the se- 
curity situation in the past two months,” 
Foreign Minister Hoshyar Zebari told 
reporters during a news conference at 
the damaged ministry building, which 


was opened Saturday for journalists and 
some ministry employees to tour. 

Zebari said the attacks were so well 
planned and executed that he would not 
rule out the possible collaboration of 
members of Iraq’s security forces with 
attackers. 

“We will investigate that,” he said. 

Zebari said the ministry was inves- 
tigating how the trucks carrying the 
bombs were allowed to pass into areas 
where they are banned from traveling. 

He also warned Iraqis to prepare for 
more violence.

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Report: CIA 
threatened 
detainee 


with death

WASHINGTON — CIA interroga- 
tors used a handgun and an electric 
drill to try to frighten a captured 
al-Qaida commander into giving up 
information, according to a long- 
concealed agency report due to be 
made public this week, former and 
current U.S. officials who have read 
the document said. 

The tactics — which one official 
described as a threatened execu- 
tion — were used on Abd al-Rahim 
al-Nashiri, according to the CIA’s 
inspector general’s report on the 
agency’s interrogation program. 
Nashiri, who was captured in No- 
vember 2002 and held for four years 
in one of the CIA’s “black site” pris- 
ons, ultimately became one of three 
al-Qaida chieftains subjected to a 
form of simulated drowning known 
as waterboarding. 

The report also says that a mock 
execution was staged in a room next 
to one terrorism suspect, according 
to Newsweek magazine, citing two 
sources for its information.

CIA: Official says report listed interrogation violations

The magazine was the first to 
publish details from the report, 
which it did on its Web site late 
Friday. 

A federal judge in New York has 
ordered a redacted version of the 
classified IG report to be publicly 
released Monday, in response to 
a lawsuit by the American Civil 
Liberties Union. 

The IG’s report, written in 2004, 
offers new details about Nashiri’s 
interrogation, including the in- 
cidents in which the detainee 
reportedly was threatened with 
death or grave injury if he refused 
to cooperate, one current and one 
former U.S. official told The Post. 
Both officials have seen classified 
versions of the report. 

In one instance, an interroga- 
tor showed Nashiri a gun and 
sought to frighten the detainee 


into thinking he would be shot, 
the sources said. In a separate 
encounter, a power drill was held 
near Nashiri’s body and repeated- 
ly turned on and off, said the offi- 
cials, who spoke about the report 
on the condition of anonymity be- 
cause it remains classified. 

The federal torture statute pro- 
hibits a U.S. national from threat- 
ening anyone in his or her custody 
with imminent death. 

Three months before Nashiri’s 
capture, the head of the Justice 
Department’s Office of Legal 
Counsel — Jay S. Bybee, now a 
federal judge — advised the CIA 
in an August 2002 memo that 
threats of “imminent death” were 
not illegal unless they deliber- 
ately produced prolonged mental 
harm. Independent legal experts 
have called that interpretation too 
hedged and thus too lax. 
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The CIA declined late Friday 
to comment on the contents of 
the report, but an agency spokes- 
man noted that all the incidents 
described in the document have 
been reviewed in detail by gov- 
ernment prosecutors. 

“The CIA in no way endorsed 
behavior — no matter how infre- 
quent — that went beyond formal 
guidance,” said the spokesman, 
Paul Gimigliano. “This has all 
been looked at; professionals in 
the Department of Justice decid- 
ed if and when to pursue prosecu- 
tion. That’s how the system was 
supposed to work, and that’s how 
it did work.” 

Nashiri, who remains in U.S. 
custody at Guantanamo Bay, 
Cuba, was the alleged master- 
mind of the 1999 bombing of the 
USS Cole, which killed 17 Ameri- 
can sailors and nearly sank the 


vessel. 

A third former U.S. official who 
has read the full, classified report 
said that it contained an entire 
section listing ways in which the 
CIA and contracted interroga- 
tors had “gone beyond what they 
were authorized to do — a whole 
variety of deviations.” The of- 
ficial said that what struck him 
most strongly was that the report 
suggested these techniques were 
“really not effective.” 

He said he concluded that “there 
has to be a better way to do this” 
but that the CIA resisted sugges- 
tions then that it should back away 
from the program. Asked why, the 
official said he could not say for 
sure, but he added that “maybe 
it was that if you change, then it 
means you were wrong” in pursu- 
ing the harsh interrogation meth- 
ods in the first place.

South Korean president will 





meet with North’s delegates

SEOUL — South Korean Presi- 
dent Lee Myung-bak agreed to 
meet a visiting high-level delega- 
tion from North Korea on Sun- 
day in what is likely to be a test 
of his 18-month hard-line policy 
against the communist country. 

Relations between the Koreas 
have been largely frozen since 
Lee took office in February last 
year amid international tensions 
over the North’s nuclear weapons 
and missile programs. Lee has 
not held talks with North officials 
since he became president. 

The six North Korean officials 
visited Seoul to pay their respects 
following the death of former 
President Kim Dae-jung. Kim 
was widely admired by Pyong- 
yang for his efforts to reconcile 
the two Koreas when he served 
as president from 1998 to 2003. 

Lee’s meeting with North 
Korea’s spy chief and five other 
officials will take place at the 
presidential Blue House, Chun 
Hae-sung, a spokesman for South 
Korea’s_ Unification Milinistry, 
said late Saturday. The ministry 
handles relations with the North. 

North Korea regularly blasts 
Lee as a “traitor” and “human 
scum” and accuses South Korea 
of conniving with the United 
States to attack it with nuclear 
weapons. But Pyongyang has 
recently offered a series of olive 
branches to Seoul in an appar- 
ently concerted effort to improve 
relations. 

The challenge for Lee will 
likely be how to accomplish that 
without appearing to abandon his 
principles, illustrated by his pol- 
icy of linking any improvement 
in relations to progress made by 
North Korea in eliminating its 
nuclear weapons program. 

Kim Yong-hyun, a professor 
at Seoul’s Dongguk University, 
said Lee was likely reluctant to 
show much eagerness to meet 
the North Koreans since it could 
invite a backlash from conserva-

tives who oppose any indication 
of softness toward Pyongyang. 
About 100 demonstrators 
chanted “topple the Kim Jong II 
dictatorship” Saturday near the 
hotel where the North Korean of- 
ficials were staying and ripped 
apart paper North Korean flags.

‘Teachers feel police 
stepped over the line 
with pro-U.S. comic 


Booklet aimed at grades 4 through 9

SEOUL — South Korean po- 
lice plan to distribute a comic 
book this fall aimed at chang- 
ing the minds of elementary 
and middle school students 
who admire North Korean 
leader Kim Jong I] and want 
the U.S. military to leave their 
country. 

The move is condemned by 
a leading teachers union as a 
return to the country’s dicta- 
torship past. 

“The police must not be a po- 
litical organization,” said Eom 
Min-yong, a spokesman for the 
Korea Teachers and Education 
Workers Union, who claims po- 
lice are misusing their author- 
ity to gain favor with President 
Lee Myung-bak. The union 


North Korea invading South 
Korea was low. 

Kim Ki-tai said North Ko- 
rea’s recent missile launches 
and nuclear test alarmed 
expats more than South Ko- 
reans. Many South Koreans 
blame the U.S. for preventing 
reunification between the two 
Koreas, he said. 

“People feel a lot closer to 
North Korea — that they are 
not our enemy but our com- 
patriots who are poor and in 
need of help,” he said.

KNP decided to publish the 
book after observing a “shock- 
ing” trend of anti-American- 
ism among young bloggers, 
he said. The police randomly 
monitor blog sites, paying spe- 
cial attention to those that are 
considered a threat to national 
security. 

“Tt aims to straighten out the 
distorted ideas about reunifi- 
cation and national security 
among young teenagers,” Kim 
Ki-tai said, adding that none 
of the students who wrote the 
blogs have been arrested. 

About 150,000 copies of the 
booklet, targeting students in 
grades four through nine, will 
be distributed to classrooms 
across the country. The proj- 
ect will cost 75 million won, or 
about $60,000, and the money 
will come from the police 
budget. 

Statistics showing that South 
Korean youth know little about 
their country’s relationships 
with the North and the United 
States also persuaded KNP to 
publish the comic book. 

One survey, conducted by 
the Ministry of Public Admin- 
istration and Security, found 
that less than 49 percent of 
middle and high school stu- 
dents knew that North Korea 
invaded South Korea. Only 43 
percent could name the year 
the war began (1950), and 64 
percent said the likelihood of

the U.S. and NATO commander 
in Afghanistan, will add to the 
68,000 American troops already 
scheduled to be there by the end of 
the year.

Anti-Iraq war veterans group formalizes opposition to Afghan war

With the U.S. military presence in Iraq 
expected to end by 2011, an organization 
of current and former servicemembers op- 
posed to the war there is widening its man- 
date to include Afghanistan. 

At its annual convention in College Park, 
Md., this month, members of Iraq Veterans 
Against the War vigorously debated what 
the group’s stance should be on Afghani- 
stan, according to some participants. Op- 
position to the war quietly became official 
policy this year following an online mem- 
bership poll. The vote was said to be close, 
though no details were publicly released. 

“A decision has been made in terms of 
our position, which is we are against it,” 
said Jose Vasquez, executive director of 
IVAW and co-founder of the New York City 
chapter. 

With that, leaders are “working out the 
way forward.” 

Since its founding in 2004, the IVAW has

focused almost exclusively on Iraq, though 
members have been free to speak out for 
or against the war in Afghanistan. The or- 
ganization, which has a national office in 
Philadelphia, estimates its membership to 
be at least 1,700, with roughly one-quarter 
of its members still in uniform. Most mem- 
bers, active duty or not, have not deployed 
to Afghanistan, said Devon Read, a former 
Marine who wrote and introduced the res- 
olution at the convention. 

As is the case with Iraq, the existing 
IVAW resolution advocates “the immedi- 
ate and unconditional withdrawal of all 
occupying forces in Afghanistan and repa- 
rations for the Afghan people, and support 
(for) all troops and veterans working to- 
ward those ends.” 

Additionally, the IVAW supports full 
benefits and adequate health care for all 
servicemembers returning from Afghani- 
stan or Iraq. 

For now, the effort to develop a strategic 
approach to opposing the war in Afghani- 


stan is being addressed at the local level. 
Among the most active on this front is the 
Los Angeles chapter, which Read heads. 
The L.A. chapter sponsors forums at which 
clips of a new documentary, “Rethink Af- 
ghanistan,” are aired and discussed. 

The meetings are intended to generate 
public and political support for IVAW’s po- 
sition, which is that the continued presence 
of U.S. and NATO forces in Afghanistan is 
hurting, not helping matters. 

“Chapters are trying to figure out where 
they want to go with this,” Vasquez said. 
He added that IVAW members “don’t think 
Iraq was a good idea, and some of us think 
Afghanistan isn’t either.” 

One of the members who supports the 
war in Afghanistan is Army Sgt. Selena 
Coppa, an active-duty military intelligence 
specialist based at Wiesbaden, Germany. 

“The organization is kind of split on 
that,” Coppa said. 

At times, she added, the issue of whether 
to oppose the war in Afghanistan “ran the 


risk of tearing us apart. IVAW is like a fam- 
ily. You don’t want members leaving.” 
Vasquez said many members, such as 
Coppa, “view Afghanistan as the good 
war,” based largely on its role in the Sept. 
11, 2001, terrorist attacks in the United 
States. The notion of also opposing that 
war “met with a lot of debate,” he said. 
The strategy for the time being is to 
leave the issue to local chapters to sort 
out, and then possibly bring it up at next 
year’s convention. While there has been 
talk of amending the organization’s name 
to reflect its opposition to the Afghanistan 
campaign, that isn’t likely to happen soon. 
Read, who initially backed the war in Af- 
ghanistan, characterized his endorsement 
as “blind support,” a view that has changed 
over the past year. 
“To me,” Read said, “it feels like we are 
creating more enemies.”

Lebanese man 
subjected to rendition

The U.S. Special Forces soldier 
who fled after being convicted 
in a court-martial of kidnapping, 
forcible sodomy and aggravated 
sexual assault has turned himself 
in to military authorities. 

Sgt. 1st Class Kelly A. Stewart, 
36, surrendered at the military 
police station at Patch Barracks 
in Stuttgart, Germany, at 10 p.m. 
Friday, according to Master Set. 
Gary Cryder, the provost ser- 
geant for U.S. Army Garrison 
Stuttgart.

ing himself in. He said he did not 
know when Stewart called. 

A manhunt began Thursday 
morning after Stewart failed to 
show for the sentencing phase 
of his trial in Vilseck, Germany. 
A court-martial panel had found 
him guilty late Wednesday of the 
charges stemming from an Au- 
gust 2008 incident involving a 
German woman. 

A soldier who was _ sharing 
an on-post hotel room with the 
convicted soldier told the court 
Thursday that he awoke around 
7:30 a.m. and found Stewart was 
missing along with his Class A 


uniform, wallet, two cell phones 
and a rental car. Police located 
the vehicle Friday morning near 
the Panzer Kaserne family hous- 
ing in Stuttgart. 

Stewart was sentenced Thurs- 
day to eight years in prison, given 
a dishonorable discharge and re- 
duced to the rank of E-1. 

During the court-martial he 
was found not guilty of rape, abu- 
sive sexual contact and commu- 
nicating a threat. He could have 
faced a maximum sentence of life 
in prison without the possibility 
of parole.

KABUL — Afghan President 
Hamid Karzai’s top challenger 
said Saturday he has reached out 
to several other candidates — but 
not the incumbent — in the days 
since the presidential election, 
and that a second round of voting 
was likely. 

If no candidate in Thursday’s 
poll has secured 50 percent of the 
ballot, the top two will go to a run- 
off vote, for which they may need 
to muster support from rivals. 

“T am in contact either direct- 
ly or indirectly with most of the 
presidential candidates,’ for- 
mer Foreign Minster Abdullah 
Abdullah said. 

He would not say who he has 
talked to or whether any al- 
liances have been discussed. 
Both Karzai and Abdullah have 
claimed to be in the lead, but ini- 
tial results won’t be announced 
until Tuesday. 

Taliban threats and attacks 
appeared to hold down turnout, 
especially in the south where 
Karzai was expected to run 
strongly among his fellow Pash- 
tuns. At least 26 Afghan civilians 
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and security forces died in dozens 
of militant attacks. 

Monitors confirmed Saturday 
that some Taliban had made 
good on a threat to cut off the ink- 
stained fingers of voters. 

Two voters who had dipped 
their index fingers in purple ink 
—a fraud prevention measure — 
were attacked in southern Kan- 
dahar province shortly after they 
left a polling station Thursday, 
said Nader Nadery, the head of 
Afghanistan’s top election moni- 
toring group, the Free and Fair 
Election Foundation of Afghani- 
stan. Election monitors also saw 
voters carrying boxes of voter 
cards to polling sites and saw 
many underage voters, he said. 

Mirwais Yasini, a parliamen- 
tarian, stood behind a table piled 
with ballot papers that he said his 
supporters had found ditched out- 
side Spin Boldak city in southern 
Kandahar province. The ballots 
bore the stamp of the Indepen- 
dent Election Commission, which 
is applied only after voting.

ince because of rocket attacks, 
said Sandra Khadhouri, a spokes- 
woman for the delegation.

“What is coming might be big- 
ger attacks, and the government 
needs to shoulder its responsibil- 
ity and deal with the security in- 
efficiencies,” Zebari said. 

Prime Minister Nouri al-Mali- 
ki, in his first televised speech to 
the nation since the attacks, cau- 
tioned against rushing to blame 
the security forces and under- 
mining national unity. “I would 
like to assure the Iraqi people 
that the security forces are still 
capable of continuing the battle 
and achieving more victories de- 
spite all the loopholes that took 
place here and there,” he said in 
an address to mark the beginning 
of the holy month of Ramadan. 

The Iraqi military announced 
it arrested members of an insur- 
gent cell responsible for the at- 
tacks. Eleven members of Iraq’s 
security forces have been ar- 
rested on suspicion of negligence, 
authorities said. 

Al-Maliki ordered security 
tightened and concrete blast walls 
to remain around potential tar- 
gets, reversing an order earlier 
this month to remove the walls in 
Baghdad by mid-September as a 
symbol security was increasing. 

Iraqi security forces used a 
crane Saturday to lift concrete 
blast walls one by one off 10 flat- 
bed trucks to build a new secu- 
rity barrier around the Foreign 
Ministry, adjacent to the fortified 
Green Zone. 

An attack at an Iraqi military 
checkpoint Saturday came in an 
area in northern Baghdad where 
concrete blast walls were being 
dismantled to open major roads. 

Gunmen killed two soldiers 
during a drive-by shooting on the 
checkpoint about 6 a.m. in Ad- 
hamiyah, said an Iraqi security 
official, speaking on condition of 
anonymity. 

In northern Iraq, a bomb ex- 
ploded inside the office of a Mosul 
district administrator, killing the 
district chief and two others, said 
an Iraqi police official, who also 
spoke on condition of anonymity. 

Iraq’s_ government has _ not 
asked for U.S. troops to return 
to the cities to help with security, 
Maj. David Shoupe, a U.S. mili- 
tary spokesman, said, adding that 
the military was continuing to 
provide intelligence and forensic 
support to the Iraqis.

LONDON — Britain’s leaders 
faced strong pressure Saturday 
to account for any role they might 
have had in the release of the 
Lockerbie bomber after Moam- 
mar Gadhafi credited senior Brit- 
ish officials and members of the 
royal family for influencing the 
decision. 

Britain has condemned the 
scenes of jubilation in Tripoli at 
the return of bomber Abdel Baset 
al-Megrahi and has flatly denied 
there was any trade deal linked to 
his release. 

But opposition politicians say 
comments from Gadhafi’s son 
— who said the release was often 
brought up during trade talks 
— should be examined. 

“Tt is very important, I think, 
for the reputation of our institu- 
tions of justice that it is made 
clear beyond any doubt that this 
was not connected with some po- 
litical trade,’ David Lidington, 
the opposition Conservative Par- 
ty’s spokesman on foreign affairs, 
told the BBC. 

Gadhafi hugged the only man 
convicted of the 1988 bombing 
that killed 270 people in a meet- 
ing Friday after al-Megrahi’s 
return home. Al-Megrahi kissed 
the Libyan leader’s hand. 

Libyan television showed pic- 
tures of Gadhafi singling out 
British Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown by name, as well as “the 
Queen of Britain, Elizabeth, and 
Prince Andrew, who all contrib- 
uted to encouraging the Scottish 
government to take this historic 
and courageous decision, despite 
the obstacles.” 

A Buckingham Palace spokes- 
man on Saturday said the release 
was “entirely a matter for the 
Scottish government.” The offi- 
cial spoke on condition of anonym- 
ity in keeping with palace policy. 
British Foreign Secretary David 
Miliband on Friday condemned 
the scenes as “deeply distress- 
ing.” U.S. Sen. Charles E. Schum- 
er issued a statement Saturday 
appealing for a U.N. resolution 
condemning the homecoming.

Victims’ families to 
protest Gadhafi visit

NEWARK, N.J. — Relatives of Americans killed 
when Pan Am Flight 103 was blown up over Locker- 
bie, Scotland, plan to converge on New York City in 
September to protest Libyan leader Moammar Gad- 
hafi’s speech at the United Nations. 

Family members are furious that convicted Lib- 
yan bomber Abdel Baset al-Megrahi was released 
from a Scottish prison Thursday and was greeted 
in Libya by cheering crowds. He and his family also 
met later with Gadhafi. 

Susan Cohen, whose daughter, Theodora, 20, died 
in the attack, called the release “a triumph for ter- 
rorism” and said Gadhafi is to blame. 

“Look what we’ve come to be, a man blows up an 
American plane and now here he (Gadhafi) is roll- 
ing into New York in triumph,” she said, adding sar- 
castically, “That’s wonderful. Makes the world safer, 
doesn’t it?” 

Cohen, of Cape May Court House, N.J., said al- 
Megrahi’s release is a major concession to Gadhafi, 
who she said wields increasing power through lucra- 
tive oil contracts with Western nations. Cohen, like 
several victims’ family members, said she’s disap- 
pointed that President Barack Obama’s administra- 
tion is not taking a harder line.

“The fact is, every time this kind of appeasement 
happens, it really endangers the innocent public,” 
Cohen said. “What would any terrorist think looking 
at this? How scared would you be?” 

Frank Dugan, president of the group Victims of 
Pan Am Flight 103, said members didn’t spend much 
time discussing al-Megrahi’s release or the welcom- 
ing reception he received during a two-hour confer- 
ence call the group held Friday night. 

Instead, members focused on logistics for the Gad- 
hafi protest, tentatively planned for Sept. 23, along 
with plans for the upcoming 21st anniversary of the 
Dec. 21, 1988, bombing, which killed 270 people. The 
anniversary event will be held at Syracuse Univer- 
sity, where 35 of the victims went to school. 


Man who tried to assassinate France’s Chirac released

PARIS — A French far-right 
activist has been released from 
prison seven years after attempt- 
ing to assassinate then-President 
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Jacques Chirac in a Bastille Day 
attack, a judicial official said 
Saturday. 

Maxime Brunerie was convict- 
ed of attempted murder after he 
pulled a rifle from a guitar case 


and shot at Chirac on July 14, 
2002. The attack took place dur- 
ing a military parade on Paris’ 
famed Champs-Elysees avenue. 
Brunerie was subdued by onlook- 
ers as he tried to turn the weapon 
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on himself. Chirac was unhurt. 

Brunerie, who was sentenced to 
10 years in prison, was released 
this month but remains under 
judicial supervision, the judicial 
official said. 
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Germans plan memorial 
to expelled citizens 


BERLIN — Chancellor An- 
gela Merkel reiterated her sup- 
port Saturday for a memorial to 
Germans forced to relocate from 
eastern Europe after World War 
II, but said it did not mean Ger- 
many was seeking to diminish re- 
sponsibility for starting the war. 

After the Third Reich col- 
lapsed in 1945 and borders were 
moved westward, millions of 
ethnic Germans in Poland, then- 
Czechoslovakia and elsewhere 
were viewed as traitors and were 
expelled or fled. 

Backed by the German govern- 
ment, a group called the Federa- 
tion of Expellees is moving ahead 
with plans for a memorial in Ber- 
lin for those dispossessed. 


Spanish, French police 
seize ETA explosives 


MADRID — Spanish and 
French police have seized more 
than a ton of explosives and 30 
firearms this year from caches 
believed to belong to the separat- 
ist group ETA, the Interior Minis- 
try said Saturday. 

Sixty-two suspected ETA mem- 
bers or collaborators have also 
been captured this year in coor- 
dinated cross-border operations, 
the ministry said in a statement. 

Seven arms and explosives 
hoards have been found in rural 
locations along the north of 
the Pyrenees mountains since 
Wednesday, when three suspect- 
ed ETA members were arrested. 


China: 2 environmental 
officers investigated 


WENPING, China — Two en- 
vironmental officials were being 
investigated Saturday after more 
than 1,300 children were sickened 
with lead poisoning caused by 
pollution from a manganese pro- 
cessing plant in central China. 

The probe comes as Officials 
seek to punish those responsible 
for the poisoning from the Wu- 
gang Manganese Smelting Plant 
in Wenping township in Hunan 
province. . 


Report: Russian hydro 
plant unsafe since 98 


MOSCOW — Russian authori- 
ties were reportedly warned in 
1998 that Siberia’s massive Say- 
ano-Shushenskaya hydroelectric 
power plant had fallen into seri- 
ous neglect and was unsafe, more 
than a decade before last week’s 
deadly accident.The death toll 
rose to 66 Saturday as rescuers 
continued to drain the dam’s de- 
stroyed turbine room.

BRIDGEVILLE, Pa. — A Pitts- 
burgh-area health club where 
a gunman killed three women 
and wounded nine others before 
killing himself has reopened to 
members. 

The LA Fitness center in Col- 
lier Township opened at 8 a.m. 
Saturday. About 10 members 
were at the center when it opened, 
with some describing themselves 
as Saturday morning regulars. 

The health club has been 
closed since 48-year-old George 
Sodini opened fire inside a class- 
room full of women on Aug. 4. 


Countdown begins for 
Tuesday shuttle launch 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fila. 
— NASA has begun the launch 
countdown for space _ shuttle 
Discovery. 

The countdown clocks began 
ticking late Friday night. Discov- 
ery is scheduled to blast off early 
Tuesday morning. Forecasters 
put the odds of acceptable condi- 
tions at 70 percent. 

Discovery and a crew of seven 
will deliver about 17,000 pounds 
of supplies and equipment to the 
international space station. 

NASA has until Aug. 30 to 
launch Discovery. Otherwise the 
shuttle will have to get in line be- 
hind a Japanese cargo ship and 
a Russian Soyuz spacecraft that 
are set to fly in September. 


Lutherans to allow 
active gays as clergy 


MINNEAPOLIS — The na- 
tion’s largest Lutheran denomina- 
tion took openly gay clergy more 
fully into its fold Friday, as lead- 
ers of the Evangelical Lutheran 
Church in America voted to lift a 
ban that prohibited sexually ac- 
tive gays and lesbians from serv- 
ing as ministers. 

Under the new policy, individ- 
ual ELCA congregations will be 
allowed to hire homosexuals in 
committed relationships as cler- 
gy. Until now, gays and lesbians 
had to remain celibate to serve as 
clergy. 


Fla. judge OKs release 
of Egyptian man 


MIAMI — A Miami immi- 
gration judge has approved the 
release of an Egyptian man ac- 
quitted earlier this year of terror- 
ism-related charges. 

The agreement between im- 
migration officials and Youssef 
Megahed’s attorney on Friday 
comes after Immigration Judge 
Kenneth Hurewitz threw out his 
deportation case earlier in the 
day. 

Immigration and Customs En- 
forcement agents arrested Mega- 
hed days after a jury found him 
not guilty on federal explosives 
charges.

Inmates set Ky. prison ablaze 


Several buildings 
damaged in riot

BURGIN, Kentucky — Four 
prisoners remained hospitalized 
and hundreds of others had to 
be relocated Saturday after riot- 
ing inmates set their Kentucky 
prison on fire. 

Flames shot into the air during 
the melee Friday night, seriously 
damaging several buildings, and 
parts of the medium-security 
Northpoint Training Center con- 
tinued to smolder nearly 24 hours 
later. 

The 500 inmates who remained 
at the prison south of Lexington 
were being compliant, said Jen- 
nifer Brislin, spokeswoman for 
the Kentucky Justice and Public 
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Davip Brock, THE (DANVILLE, Ky.) ADVocATE-MESSENGER/AP

Safety Cabinet. 

About 700 others were being 
taken to other facilities across the 
state. In some cases that meant 
inmates were double-bunking or 
sleeping in gyms or other secure 
buildings inside prisons. 

Officials would not say what 
caused the rioting, which injured 


eight staff members and eight 
prisoners. None of the injured 
staffers were hospitalized, said 
Cheryl Million, a spokeswoman 
for the Kentucky Department of 
Corrections. Authorities would 
not provide conditions for the in- 
mates still being treated. 

Those who remained at North- 


point were getting food and medi- 
cal care from temporary stations 
because the fire destroyed six 
buildings, including a kitchen, 
medical center, canteen and 
visitation area. They were to be 
moved into a 196-bed dormitory 
that remained habitable, as well 
as a unit of single cells. 


Gov. Steve Beshear praised 
corrections officials and state 
police for handling the situation 
without any serious injuries. 

“Their work last night in the 
face of the most trying circum- 
stances was truly remarkable,” 
Beshear said in a_ statement 
Saturday. 


Obama denounces

WASHINGTON — President Barack Obama 
is challenging his critics on a national health 
care overhaul, accus- 
ing them of making 
“phony claims” about the 
legislation. 

“This is an issue of vital 
concern to every Ameri-

his weekly radio and In- 
ternet address. 

“But it also should be 
an honest debate, not

Obama said illegal immigrants would not 
be part of the health care overhaul, taxpayers 
would not be mandated to fund abortions, and 
he does not intend a government takeover of 
health care — all claims that critics have made 
at contentious town hall-style meetings with 
members of Congress. 

He also took a swipe at “death panels,” an 
idea former Alaska Gov. Sarah Palin intro- 
duced on her Facebook page. 

“As every credible person who has looked 
into it has said, there are no so-called death 
panels — an offensive notion to me and to the 
American people,” Obama said. “These are 
phony claims meant to divide us.” 

In their weekly address, Republicans ac- 
cused Obama of misrepresenting his proposal. 

“The problem is the president, himself, plays 
fast and loose with the facts,” said Rep. Tom 
Price, R-Ga. Price said that the whole plan 
should be scrapped in favor of a plan that makes 
sure patients — not Washington or insurance 
providers — are the top priority.

Ex-Vietnam lieutenant apologizes for My Lai massacre

COLUMBUS, Ga. — Speak- 
ing in a soft, sometimes labored 
voice, the only U.S. Army officer 
convicted in the 1968 slayings of 
Vietnamese civilians at My Lai 
made an extraordinary public 
apology while speaking to a small 


group near the military base 
where he was court-martialed. 

“There is not a day that goes 
by that I do not feel remorse for 
what happened that day in My 
Lai,” William L. Calley told mem- 
bers of a local Kiwanis Club, the 
Columbus Ledger-Enquirer re- 
ported Friday. 


“T feel remorse for the Viet- 
namese who were killed, for their 
families, for the American sol- 
diers involved and their families. 
Iam very sorry.” 

Calley, 66, was a young Army 
lieutenant when a court-martial 
at nearby Fort Benning convicted 
him of murder in 1971 for killing 


22 civilians during the infamous 
massacre of 500 men, women and 
children in Vietnam. 

Though sentenced to life in 
prison, Calley ended up serving 
three years under house arrest 
after President Richard Nixon 
reduced his sentence.

HONOLULU — Hawaii wel- 
comed its entry as the 50th state 
with a new postage stamp Friday 
but independence — supporters 
marked the day with passionate 
protest — including an effigy of 
Uncle Sam being beaten and Ha- 
waili’s star cut out from the U.S. 
flag. 

State leaders called Friday’s 
events a “commemoration” of 
Hawaii’s 50 years of statehood 
rather than a “celebration” out of 
respect for Native Hawaiians and 
their unresolved claims since the 
1893 overthrow of the Hawaiian 
kingdom. 

A few hundred Native Hawai- 
ians marched through the street 
of downtown Honolulu with an ef- 
figy of a 15-foot Uncle Sam holding 
machine guns and riding in a tank 
made of cardboard. They chanted 
in Hawaiian, blew on conch shells, 
waved ti leaves, carried upside- 
down Hawaii state flags and 
yelled, “We are not Americans!

The events commemorating 
Hawaii’s 1959 admission into the 
union have focused on its eco- 
nomic future with discussions on 
tourism, alternative energy and 
Hawaiian rights.

BUENA PARK, Calif. — The 
remains of a former model whose 
killing set off an international 
manhunt for a reality television 
star were so badly mutilated that 
investigators had to use the serial 
numbers on her breast implants 
to identify her. 

The man charged with Jas- 
mine Fiore’s murder, reality TV 
show contestant Ryan Alexan- 
der Jenkins, has been on the run 
since reporting her missing the 
evening of Aug. 15. Her nude 
body had been found that morn- 
ing, stuffed in a bloodstained suit- 
case in a trash bin in Buena Park, 
an Orange County city about 20 
miles southeast of Los Angeles, 
but authorities didn’t identify her 
for a few more days. 

Detectives tracked the serial 
number on the implants because 
they could not use fingerprints 
or dental records, said Farrah 
Emami, a spokeswoman for the 
Orange County district attorney’s 
office. 

Authorities believe Jenkins, 
a contestant on VH1’s “Megan 
Wants a Millionaire,” may have 
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fled more than 1,000 miles to 
reach his native Canada. 

VH1 canceled the show, in 
which wealthy young men tried 
to win over a materialistic blonde, 
network spokesman Brett Henne 
said Friday. The network previ- 
ously said the show was post- 
poned after three episodes. 

Jenkins also was a participant 
in the as-yet-unaired competitive 
reality series “I Love Money 3.” 

A VH1 spokesman said no de- 
cision has been made on whether 
or not to run the show. 

Buena Park police Lt. Steve 
Holliday said Jenkins, a native 
of Calgary, Alberta, is possibly 
armed with a handgun. Pros- 
ecutors recommended bail of $10 
million upon his arrest and said 
he had significant resources to 
finance his flight. 

Earlier Friday, prosecutors said 
the U.S. Coast Guard had briefly 
pursued a boat Wednesday off 
the coast of Washington state that 
was registered to Jenkins, but the 
Coast Guard disputed that claim 
late Friday. 

Canadian authorities have 
since ended a massive border 
search using helicopters, ground 
police and dogs but continued 
their investigation, Royal Cana-

dian Mounted Police Sgt. Duncan 
Pound said. 

Jenkins is a real estate devel- 
oper and investor who is also the 
son of a prominent Canadian ar- 
chitect. On the reality show, he 
said he had between $1 million 
and $2.5 million, said Tom Hes- 
sion, chief inspector for the U.S. 
Marshals Service’s regional fugi- 
tive task force. 

Hession declined to say if au- 
thorities were watching Jen- 
kins’ assets as part of their 
investigation. 

“When we’re looking for some- 
one who’s a fugitive, we try to find 
out everything we can about that 
person,” he said. “We’re going to 
turn every rock over.” 

The U.S. has filed a provisional 
apprehension warrant with Can- 
ada that allows officials there to 
issue a Canadian arrest warrant 
based on the U.S. charges, said 
Hession, the U.S. Marshals offi- 
cial.

MINNEAPOLIS — Credit 
card companies slashed limits 
for an estimated 58 million card 
holders in the 12 months ended 
in April, even though a high per- 
centage had good credit scores 
when their limits were cut. 

The widespread cuts hurt about 
a third of consumers, but most 
people did not see a big impact on 
the credit scores, according to a 
study by FICO, the company that 
produces the most widely known 
credit scores. The limited effect 
may be because lenders often cut 
limits on cards that were unused 
or lightly used. 

The statistics in some ways 
verify complaints from consum- 
ers that they were targeted de- 
spite doing nothing wrong, but 
also show that the cuts seem to 
have little negative effect for the 
majority of people. 

FICO, formerly called Fair 
Isaac Corp., separated the cuts 
into two waves as it examined 
data provided by credit reporting 
agency Equifax. About 25 mil- 
lion card holders saw their lim- 
its cut between April 2008 and 
October 2008. Limit cuts jumped 
32 percent in the following six 
months, as the economy faltered 
and banks looked for ways to cut 
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Lenders cut limits for

which stands at 723. 

The results support the per- 
ception voiced by many consum- 
ers that the cuts to their credit 
limits took place despite holding 
up their end of the bargain by 
making on-time payments, said 
Gail Hillebrand, senior attorney 
with Consumers Union. “The 
consumer perception that ‘I did 
everything right and my limit 
were cut’ is true,” she said. 

FICO said 9 million card hold- 
ers, or 27 percent of the group it 
examined closely, had negative 
information like late payments in 
their histories. That information 
might have triggered their cuts, 
FICO said. Late payments are 
considered a sign that the indi- 
vidual is a higher credit risk. 

The average credit limit reduc- 
tion from October through April 
was $5,100, more than double the 
cut for comparable consumers 
six months earlier, FICO said. 

Hillebrand said one group that 
was hurt by limit cuts but has 
gotten little attention was small 
business owners who used their 
personal cards to fund their com- 
panies. In some cases, the cuts 
created cash-flow problems, she 
said.

Focusing on the 33 million card 
holders in the group that saw cuts 
between October 2008 and April 
2009, FICO found the majority 
had strong credit histories. 

About 73 percent of the group, 
or 24 million, had credit limits 
cut despite no new negative in- 


formation in their files. Lenders 
may have used information not 
in credit reports to decide whose 
credit limits to cut, FICO spokes- 
man Craig Watts said. 

FICO said this group had a 
median credit score of 760, on a 
scale of 300 to 850. That’s above 
the median score in the U.S., 


Hillebrand said the results 
show the importance of manag- 
ing credit carefully, including 
regularly using cards to keep 
them active and keeping a close 
eye on balances. “The only way 
to protect yourself in this envi- 
ronment is to Keep your balances 
as low as you can,” she said.

obert Rodriguez is back 
in a family way. 
His new kid-friendly 
omedy “Shorts” is 

the latest in a seesaw career in 
which Rodriguez veers from 
family fare such as the “Spy 
Kids” flicks to violent thrillers 
such as “Sin City” and “Once 
Upon a Time in Mexico.” 

A collection of “Little 
Rascals”-inspired adventures 
with a loosely linked plot, the 
PG-rated “Shorts” has some 
mildly crude humor, including 
a giant monster created out of a 
stray booger a boy picks from his 
nose.

Mann, Jon Cryer and Kat 
Dennings. 

Most of the action centers 
on the community’s kids.

Report: NASA can’t keep up with killer asteroids

WASHINGTON — NASA is charged 
with spotting most of the asteroids that 
pose a threat to Earth but does not have 
the money to complete the job, a U.S. gov- 
ernment report says. 

That is because even though Congress 
assigned the space agency that mission 
four years ago, it never gave NASA the 
money to build the necessary telescopes, 
according to the report released by the 
National Academy of Sciences. 

Specifically, the mission calls for 
NASA, by the year 2020, to locate 90 per- 
cent of the potentially deadly rocks hur- 
tling through space. The agency says it 
has been able to complete about one-third 
of its assignment with the current tele- 
scope system. 

NASA estimates that there are about 
20,000 asteroids and comets in our solar 


system that are potential threats. They 
are larger than 460 feet in diameter. So 
far, scientists know where about 6,000 of 
these objects are. 

Rocks with diameters between 460 feet 
and 3,280 feet can devastate an entire re- 
gion, said Lindley Johnson, NASA’s man- 
ager of the near-Earth objects program. 
Objects bigger than that are even more 
threatening, of course. 

In July, astronomers were surprised 
when an object of unknown size and ori- 
gin bashed into Jupiter and created an 
Earth-sized bruise that is still spreading. 
Jupiter gets slammed more often than 
Earth because of its immense gravity, 
enormous size and location. 

Disaster movies like “Armageddon” 
and near misses in previous years may 
have scared people and alerted them to 
the threat. But when it comes to monitor- 
ing, the academy concluded “there has 
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been relatively little effort by the U.S. 
government.” 

And the United States is practically the 
only government doing anything at all, 
the report found. 

“It shows we have a problem we’re not 
addressing,” said Louis Friedman, execu- 
tive director of the Planetary Society, an 
advocacy group. 

NASA calculated that to spot the as- 
teroids as required by law would mean 
spending about $800 million between now 
and 2020, either with a new ground-based 
telescope or a space observation system, 
Johnson said. If NASA got only $300 mil- 
lion it could find most asteroids bigger 
than 1,000 feet across, he said. 

But so far NASA has gotten neither 
sum. 

It may never get the money, said John 
Logsdon, a space policy professor at 
George Washington University.

“The program is a little bit of a lame 
duck,” Logsdon said. There is not a big 
enough group pushing for the money, he 
said. 

At the moment, NASA has identified 
about five near-Earth objects that pose 
better than a 1-in-a-million risk of hitting 
Earth and being big enough to cause seri- 
ous damage, Johnson said. That number 
changes from time to time, as new aster- 
oids are added and old ones are removed 
as information is gathered on their orbits. 

The space rocks astronomers are Keep- 
ing a closest eye on are a 430-foot diam- 
eter object that has a 1-in-3,000 chance of 
hitting Earth in 2048 and a much-talked 
about asteroid, Apophis, which is twice 
that size and has a one-in-43,000 chance 
of hitting in 2036, 2037 or 2069.

EDGARTOWN, Mass. — A weak- 
ening Hurricane Bill spun northward 
Saturday, churning up rough seas, cre- 
ating dangerous rip tides and closing 
beaches to swimmers up and down the 
eastern seaboard, including President 
Barack Obama’s vacation spot, Mar- 
tha’s Vineyard. 

The Category 1 hurricane was ex- 
pected to pass the mainland well off 
New England, but was still packing 
high winds and waves that had safety 
officials urging extreme caution. 

At Robert Moses State Park in New 
York, the beach was shut down as the 
high tide submerged the sand, though 
the beach opened later Saturday for 
sunbathing. Along some beaches in 
Delaware and New Jersey, no swim- 
ming was allowed. 

“Tt’s just too dangerous right now,” 
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Rehoboth Beach Patrol Capt. Kent 
Buckson said. 

At mid-afternoon Saturday, the 
storm was about 370 miles south of 
Nantucket and losing strength as it 
moved over cooler waters, according 
to the U.S. National Hurricane Center 
in Miami. But the storm was still car- 
rying maximum winds of 100 mph. 

A tropical storm warning was issued 
Saturday for Massachusetts, including 
the islands of Nantucket and Martha’s 
Vineyard. The worst of Bill was expect- 
ed to pass about 150 to 200 miles east of 
Martha’s Vineyard before Obama’s ar- 
rival on Sunday, and there was no word 
from the White House that the Obamas 
were changing vacation plans. 

The storm was expected to reach 
Canadian waters early Sunday, and the 
Canadian Hurricane Center on Satur- 
day issued a hurricane watch for areas 
of Nova Scotia, where winds speeds 
could hit 74 mph with gusts of 87 mph.

Solving translator problems 


I read “Firm that provides Arabic trans- 
lators criticized,” (article, Aug. 16), on the 
issues faced with getting translators. I am 
an active-duty Marine and hold a second- 
ary military occupational specialty of 
translator. 

I deployed to Pakistan in 2005 as part 
of a relief effort in response to the earth- 
quake that devastated the region. I was the 
only translator attached to a field hospital 
comprising 220 sailors and Marines. There 
were three other language speakers post- 
ed with our security detail. Professional 
translators were to be hired through the 
State Department in country. That never 
materialized. 
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In the first three days we treated about 
200 patients. Finally, frustrated with the 
excruciatingly slow pace, I asked a patient, 
a local college student, if he spoke English 
and would help. The young man not only 
stayed for 10 hours, he brought two friends 
the following day. Within days we had five 
young men and two young ladies, all col- 
lege students, assisting our doctors. 

The patient turnover went from 60 a day 
to 250-plus a day. It took two weeks to cut 
through red tape to get these translators 
compensation. Eventually we started pay- 
ing them about $1.70 per hour. We ended 
the deployment with seven men and six 
ladies translating for our doctors in triage. 
More than 14,000 patients were treated at 
our facility in three months and the cost of 
translators came to just under $9,800. 

If the service is frustrated at not hav- 
ing enough translators, we are doubly so 
at not being able to alleviate the problem. 
The services pay exorbitant amounts to 
professional translators from host nations. 
These individuals have no service affilia- 
tion or loyalty beyond a paycheck. We have 
people who have the aptitude and desire to 
be translators. We should grow our own.

Soldiers 
choose suicide because there is no life in 
the military and they have not been given 
the training to get a real job. The solution to 
these problems would be simple: quarterly 
training for all soldiers in order to make 
them accountable for failed marriages. 

I love my job, my wife and son. It just 
amazes me that these issues are as clear as 
day, yet no one talks about them.

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Iran not smooth in attitude toward velvet

wo years ago, I was released from 

Evin Prison after 105 days in soli- 

tary confinement. I was arrested in 
early 2007 on the ludicrous charge of at- 
tempting to foment a “velvet revolution” 
to overthrow the Iranian government and 
held as a political prisoner by the Intelli- 
gence Ministry. Even President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad has acknowledged the absur- 
dity of these charges; this month, explain- 
ing why he recently fired his minister of 
intelligence, he noted that the intelligence 
chief had made himself the subject of ridi- 
cule by charging “a 70-year-old woman” 
with wanting to start a revolution. (Actu- 
ally, I was 67 then.) Rather, Ahmadinejad 
said, the spy chief should have exposed the 
real instigators of this plot. 

The Iranian government imagines that 
it is now going after the real instigators 
— and it fails to see the damage it is caus- 
ing its own society. 

Thousands were arrested in the pro- 
tests after the June 12 presidential elec- 
tion that large numbers of Iranians believe 
was rigged in Ahmadinejad’s favor. More 
than 100 of the protesters and their leaders 
were put on trial this month. The charge? 
Trying to foment a velvet revolution with 
the backing of foreign governments. The 
accused include not only ordinary demon- 
strators but also a former vice president, 
former members of parliament, and strat- 
egists and idea men who worked for two 
opposition presidential candidates, Mir 
Hossein Mousavi and Mehdi Karrubi, in 
the disputed election. Truly, the revolution 
has begun to devour its children. 

In weeks of interrogation during my in- 
carceration in 2007, I came to understand 
only too well the paranoia that drives 
Iran’s security agencies and its hard-lin- 
ers. These men fear that they will be over- 
thrown by a mass movement of their own 
people, similar to the popular movements, 


or “velvet revolutions,” that toppled auto- 
cratic regimes of the former Soviet empire 
in Eastern Europe, Central Asia and the 
Caucasus. They have convinced them- 
selves that those earlier movements were 
not homegrown but were planned and 
orchestrated by the United States. They 
believe America is scheming to pull off a 
similar upheaval in Iran. 

My interrogators explained to me that 
the United States, bogged down in wars in 
Iraq and Afghanistan, no longer contem- 
plates military action against Iran. Rather, 
they said, Washington is engaged in a long- 
term plan for regime change in which a 
crucial role is assigned to America’s great 
universities and think tanks, such as the 
one where I work. These institutions target 
Iran’s intellectual elites — the same class 
that led political revolutions in Georgia 
and Ukraine. They use fellowships, confer- 
ences, workshops and speaking invitations 
to recruit Iranian intellectuals, journal- 
ists, academics and political activists, and 
they turn them into willing or unwitting 
partners in this conspiracy. The plan feeds 
upon itself: ideas, recruitment, linkages 
with politicians, mass protests and then re- 
gime overthrow. 

I was supposed to be the mastermind 
or at least a key player in this project. My 
chief interrogator offered to let me off if 
I implicated my employer, the Woodrow 
Wilson International Center for Scholars. 
At one point I replied to my interrogators 
that Iran is not a banana republic to be 
overthrown by 20 scholars sitting around 
a conference table. 

Eventually, I was freed. But in the mass 
“trials” that began this month, the govern- 
ment prosecutor laid out precisely the same 
“conspiracy” I was charged with. Using 
the same mad logic I faced during interro- 
gation, he managed to link together foreign 
governments, the BBC, other journalists, 
a French-language teacher, anti-regime 
monarchists, a former guerrilla organiza- 
tion and prominent leaders of the Islamic 


Republic. All are supposed to have joined 
hands to bring about regime change. 

Amillion Iranians poured into the streets 
in June in support of Mousavi and to pro- 
test a stolen election. The protests chilled 
the regime; the worst fears of the security 
agencies seemed to be playing out. It did 
not register with the government that the 
protesters were calling for reform, not rev- 
olution. The demonstrators saw in Mousa- 
vi, an insider, the possibility of change: 
greater political and social freedoms, an 
end to fear from secret police and morals 
police, a more moderate foreign policy, a 
greater openness to the outside world. 

Yet it is precisely such change that Ira- 
nian hard-liners have always feared. The 
regime panicked and brutally cracked 
down, and the most hard-line elements 
have emerged on top. They are setting 
the agenda, and they see the chance to 
rid themselves, for good, of the moderates 
and reformists in their midst. Hence the 
show trials, the coerced confessions, and 





the calls for Mousavi and Karrubi to be 
prosecuted. 

The result is a deep cleavage in the Ira- 
nian leadership. The trials have caused as 
much revulsion at home as abroad. Promi- 
nent Iranians have described the proceed- 
ings in Tehran as “Stalinist”; Karrubi has 
persisted in charges that prisoners have 
been tortured, raped and killed; increas- 
ingly, Iran’s supreme leader is being 
criticized. 

As Karrubi pointed out, the widespread 
discontent will not be easily silenced. 
Iran’s hard-liners have long feared a for- 
eign-inspired upheaval. Ironically, they 
seem to have accomplished what their 
ubiquitous foreign “enemies” could not: 
They have planted the seeds for their own, 
homegrown velvet revolution.

Lower drinking age increases access, not safety

ast year about this time, a group of 
more than 100 college presidents 


caused a stir by launching a push 
to lower the drinking age to 18. Their 
goal: to cut down on the pernicious, some- 
times lethal problem of binge drinking on 
campus. 

The presidents called it the Amethyst 
Initiative, named after the ancient Greek 
words that mean “not intoxicated.” The 
college leaders hoped that a lower drink- 
ing age would encourage more-responsible 
drinking on campus. That it would douse 
the forbidden thrill of bingeing before a 
frat party or other public appearance. 

What are the Greek words for, “You’ve 
got to be kidding”? 

We said then that those college presi- 
dents were right to be alarmed about un- 
derage drinking on campus. But we also 
said cutting the legal drinking age is the 
wrong answer. It would encourage more 
alcohol abuse, not less, and could spill over 
into more drinking among even younger 
kids. 

Now there’s a sobering new study that 
should spur those presidents to rethink 
Amethyst. 

Researchers writing in the Journal 
of the American Academy of Child and 
Adolescent Psychiatry state that raising 
the drinking age to 21 has been largely 
effective in reducing binge drinking ev- 
erywhere, except — you guessed it — on 
college campuses. 

The study says that among men between 





18 and 20 who were not in college, binge 
drinking plummeted by more than 30 per- 
cent from 1979 to 2006. At the same time, 
such drinking among college men was “as 
prevalent as ever,” it says. 

There was no similar difference be- 
tween underage women in college or not. 
But there was a sharp surge in binge 
drinking — defined in this study as five or 
more drinks in a row in the past 30 days 
— among college women age 21 to 23. The 
study doesn’t delve into explanations for 
these disturbing trends. But we’d guess 
there are several reasons that the anti- 
binge drinking message isn’t penetrating 
college campuses. 


For one thing, young adults who aren’t 
in college are more likely to still be living 
at home and therefore under at least some 
parental monitoring. They’re also more 
likely to have jobs. It’s a lot easier to skip 
a class in the morning to nurse a hangover 
than it is to call in sick to work. Bosses 
aren’t likely to be as forgiving as the Psych 
101 prof. 

Whatever the reasons, the lesson couldn’t 
be clearer for the college presidents who 
think lowering the drinking age would 
solve their campus drinking problems. It 
won't. 

The best way to curb binge drinking on 
campus isn’t to make it easier for kids to 


knock back a few legally. It’s to enforce 
local laws against serving or selling to mi- 
nors. And making sure that residence hall 
advisers are riding herd, not looking the 
other way. And finding innovative ways to 
convince college kids that they risk their 
health, and their lives, with heavy drink- 
ing. That it’s not cool. 

Kids in high school are getting the mes- 
sage: Binge drinking rates among them 
are at historic lows, off more than one- 
third from the peak years of 1979-83, the 
report said. 

But then they go to college and ... sign up 
for Drinking 101.

have warned parents about Sim- 
plicity bassinets after two more 
infants were killed when they be- 
came trapped. 

Two young children died after 
getting trapped in previously re- 
called Simplicity close-sleeper/ 
bedside sleeper bassinets, the 
Consumer Product Safety Com- 
mission disclosed. 

The company’s 3-in-1 and 4-in- 
1 convertible bassinets contain 
metal bars spaced farther apart 
than federal standards allow. If 
the Velcro-fastened fabric cover- 
ing the metal bars of the bassinets 
is not properly adjusted, it can be 
dangerous. 

All of the bassinets manufac- 
tured before May 18, 2008, have 
been recalled. This includes some 
sold under the Graco brand, some 
with a Winnie-the-Pooh motif, as 
well as other bassinets.

Florida voted No. 1 


in AP preseason poll 


Gators, seeking third title in four years, 
get record percentage of first-place votes

NEW YORK — As Tim Tebow 
and the Florida Gators prepare 
to make a run at their third na- 
tional title in four seasons, the de- 
fending champions have already 
made history. 

Florida is No. 1 in The As- 
sociated Press’ preseason Top 
25 released Saturday, followed 
by Texas, Oklahoma, Southern 
California and Alabama. But the 
Gators are in a class by them- 
selves, the most overwhelming 
preseason No. 1 in the history of 
the media poll. 

Florida received 58 of the 60 
first-place votes, or 96.7 percent. 
Texas got the other first-place 
votes. 

The previous highest percent- 
age of first-place votes for the AP 
preseason poll, which started in 
1950, was 95.4 percent for USC 
in 2007. Those Trojans got 62 of 
65 first-place votes — and didn’t 
play for the national title. 

Ten preseason No. 1s have won 
the national championship. If 
the Gators can become the 11th, 
they will have put together one of 
the great runs in college football 
history. Only one program since 
1950 can claim three national 
championships in four years; Ne- 
brasKa won it all it 1994 and 1995, 
then earned a split title in 1997. 

With expectations soaring in 
Gainesville, Fla., coach Urban 
Meyer has been on a mission to 
keep his team’s eyes on the small 
prizes — to heck with history. 

“There’s a lot of guys getting 
patted on the back and being told 
how good they are,” Meyer said 
in a recent telephone interview.

From the moment Florida 
wrapped up its 24-14 victory over 
Oklahoma in the BCS champion- 
ship game in January, talk of a 
repeat started. 

And when Tebow a few days 
later announced at a rally on cam- 
pus celebrating the national title 
that he would come back for his 
senior year, there was no doubt 
the Gators would be the runaway 
preseason No. 1. 

Florida’s rugged, multidimen- 
sional quarterback won the Heis- 
man Trophy in 2007 and finished 
third behind Oklahoma quarter- 
back Sam Bradford and Texas 
quarterback Colt McCoy last 
year.

Matsui connects 
for two homers 
and seven RBIs

BOSTON — The Yankees’ best 
offensive game in more than two 
years began with another leadoff 
hit for Derek Jeter. It ended with 
four runs in the ninth inning. 

Slugging from start to finish, 
New York beat the Boston Red 
Sox 20-11 on Friday night. But 
with the short Green Monster in 
left field and the Red Sox mount- 
ing comeback after comeback, the 
Yankees were relieved to take the 
opener of the three-game series. 

“That was an uncomfortable 20 
to whatever it was game,” Jeter 
said, “because you get a couple 
of guys on base [and] you pepper 
that wall and it could be a whole 
new game.” 

Yankees manager Joe Gi- 
rardi wasn’t taking anything for 
granted, even after Hideki Mat- 
sui homered twice and drove in 
a career-high seven runs, Alex 
Rodriguez went 4-for-4 and Jeter 
went 3-for-6, lowering his batting

the Red Sox this season. 

“We lost three games in a row 
twice here this season,” Matsui 
said through a translator. “In that 
sense, it was very important for 
us to set the tone.” 

Rodriguez emerged from a 5- 
for-25 slump. Mark Teixeira and 
Melky Cabrera had three hits 
apiece, and Teixeira drove in 
three runs. 

Jeter had his fourth three- 
hit performance in the last five 
games. 

“He’s probably as hot right now 
as I’ve ever seen him,” Andy Pet- 
titte said. 

The Yankees led 12-1 before the 
Red Sox scored three in the bot- 
tom of the fifth off Pettitte (10-6). 

Jeter doubled in the first, the 
fourth time in five games he 
led off a game with a hit. Teix- 
eira walked, Rodriguez singled 
and Jorge Posada hit a two-run 
single. 

There was one downside to 
the inning when Johnny Damon 
fouled a ball off his right knee, 
then struck out and left the game 
in the bottom half with a bruised 
knee. Girardi said he’s day to 
day. 

Eric Hinske, Damon’s replace- 
ment in left field, doubled in a run 
in the second before a two-run 


average over an 11-game stretch 
to .543 (25-for-46). New York also 
led 12-1 after 41/2 innings. 

But Jason Varitek and Mike 
Lowell homered in Boston’s four- 
run ninth. 

“When we ended the ninth,” 
Girardi said, “I felt pretty good.” 

New York’s 20 runs and 23 hits 
were its most since it had 21 runs 
and 25 hits against Tampa Bay on 
July 22, 2007. The 20 runs also 
were the most allowed by the Red 
Sox since the Yankees scored 
22 on June 19, 2000, at Fenway 
Park.

The Yankees’ latest offensive 
outburst extended their winning 
streak to three and gave them a 
71/2-game lead over Boston in the 
AL East. 

The 31 runs were the most 
scored in a game between the two 
franchises, surpassing the New 
York Highlanders’ 15-14 victory 
over the Boston Americans on 


July 29, 1903, in Boston. 

“They’ve got a lot of really good 
hitters over there,” Girardi said. 
“So you want to keep tacking on 
the runs.” 

It helped that the Yankees were 
facing Brad Penny (7-8), who al- 
lowed eight runs and 10 hits in 
four-plus innings and is 1-6 in his 
past 11 starts.

‘New’ Broncos secondary features 4 30-somethings

ENGLEWOOD, Colo. — The Denver 
Broncos’ new secondary is rather old. 

Joining Champ Bailey, 31, in the team’s 
retooled defensive backfield are free agents 
Brian Dawkins, 35, Andre’ Goodman, 31, 
and Renaldo Hill, 30. 

The four thirtysomethings are being 
counted upon to lead the revival of a Den- 
ver defense that was nothing short of dis- 
mal last year, managing but a smidgen of 
big plays and takeaways and helping cost 
coach Mike Shanahan his job after 14 
seasons. 

While some observers across the league 
see four graybeards who have undoubtedly 
lost a step, the Broncos behold a foursome 
with 42 years’ worth of collective NFL ex- 
perience, 15 Pro Bowl selections and 104 
interceptions. 

“On paper we look pretty good,” Good- 
man said. “We also look old, I’ve heard 
that. At the end of the day, this is a produc- 
tion business and I think with the veterans 
you have back there and Champ being the 
great player he is and Brian being the great 
player he is, me and Renaldo are going to 
come in and try to match that. 

“And if we can match that, I think as a 
unit we’re going to be OK.” 

Defensive backs coach Ed Donatell loves 
having four guys with this kind of back- 


ground in his backfield. 

“It’s pretty neat, especially when you’ve 
coached a long time and then you get a 
group of guys like that,’ Donatell said. 
“They have a lot of good ideas that you 
want to use and they’re really easy to work 
with. These guys, their personalities are so 
great to put them together. They’re all so 
cooperative and they’re coming together. I 
think we’re going to have some pretty nice 
chemistry.” 

The young backups that fill out the up- 
graded secondary appreciate the starters’ 
experience, pedigree and willingness to 
share their experiences. 

“It’s a big help, being able to see how 
these guys not only perform on the field 
but how they carry themselves off the field 
and handle themselves outside of foot- 
ball,” said second-year nickel back Jack 
Williams. “I’m still young. I’ve got a lot to 
learn. Every day, I try to take something 
from them.” 

Dawkins, who joined the Broncos after 
13 seasons in Philadelphia, missed a week 
and a-half of training camp with a broken 
right hand that required surgery. He re- 
turned to the field this week and picked off 
a pass despite the cumbersome club. 

That didn’t surprise Donatell in the 
least. 

“No, because of who he is,” Donatell 
said. “He could have two clubs or three 
clubs and he’II find a way.” 
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Brian Dawkins picked off a pass this 
week in practice with a cast on his hand. 


New Broncos coach Josh McDaniels 
lured Dawkins to Denver as much for his 
leadership as his ability and he tapped Hill 


and Goodman in part because they know a 
thing or two about turnarounds after help- 
ing Miami’s resurgence in 2008. 

Bailey is showing no lingering effects of 
the torn groin that sidelined him last year 
for seven games — and ended his streak of 
eight straight trips to the Pro Bowl — or 
the broken elbow that required offseason 
surgery. 

Bailey appreciated the offseason influx 
of experience that balanced out the addi- 
tions of several young, promising players, 
and he sees no problem with a backfield 
full of grizzled veterans. 

“No, that means we’re really smart and 
really experienced,” he said. 

The Broncos aren’t just relying on wis- 
dom in the secondary, though. They also 
sport some speed. 

They traded their No. 1 pick in next 
year’s draft to move up and select Wake 
Forest ball hawk Alphonso Smith in the 
second round, and he had a solid camp, as 
did rookie safeties David Bruton and Dar- 
cel McBath. 

“T believe it’s very advantageous for us 
young players to have guys who have ex- 
celled for numerous years in this league 
such as Renaldo, Champ, Goodman and 
B-Dawk,” Bruton said. “They can provide 
a whole lot of information and give a lot of 
tidbits about how to play the game and how 
to read routes and what to expect from the 
quarterback.”

Vikes fans give enthusiastic welcome to ex-Packer

MINNEAPOLIS — Brett Favre 
jogged onto the turf to a chorus of 
cheers and a hero’s welcome — 
the kind of reception he’s grown 
used to over 18 brilliant seasons 
in his Hall of Fame career. 

There was one major differ- 
ence this time around. 

Those cheers were coming at 
the Metrodome. 

Favre made his debut for the 
Minnesota Vikings in an exhibi- 
tion game against the Kansas 
City Chiefs, going 1-for-4 for 4 
yards in a 17-13 victory on Friday 
night. 

The game capped a whirlwind 
week for the quarterback. On 
Monday he was throwing to kids 
at a high school in Mississippi, 
in retirement and starting to be 
called “Coach” by the teenagers 
who were catching his passes. 

On Tuesday, he flew to Minne- 
sota to sign with the Vikings, his 
mortal enemies during 16 record- 
setting seasons with the Green 
Bay Packers. 

By Friday, Favre was playing in 
a game, starting for the Vikings 
and looking every bit as rusty as 
one would expect a soon-to-be 
40-year-old who was sitting on a 
tractor last weekend. 

Vikings fans might not have 


forgotten about the beatings 
Favre handed their favorite team 
over the years. But it was clear on 
Friday night that all is forgiven. 

Purple Favre jerseys were all 
over the Metrodome, and flash- 
bulbs accompanied a roar when 
he joined the huddle for the 
first time as a Viking in the first 
quarter. 

“With all the attention, it’s hard 
not to feel like you don’t have to 
live up to this hype. Not that I 
don’t want to do that, but the most 
important thing is to lead this 
team to victory somehow, some- 
way,” Favre said. 

“T definitely didn’t want to get 
off on the wrong foot by fumbling 
snaps. I wanted to call the plays 
right, get in and out of the huddle, 
be as smooth as possible.” 

He didn’t manage a first down 
in two series of work, complet- 
ing only one pass to rookie Percy 
Harvin before giving way to Tar- 
varis Jackson. But he made no 
major mistakes and absorbed a 
couple of big hits as he looked to 
start getting back in the groove of 
being an NFL quarterback. 

Still, Favre’s presence in a Vi- 
kings jersey and getting cheered 
in the Metrodome gave the ex- 
hibition game some interesting 
twists. 

“For us, it’s still a little sur- 
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real,” receiver Bobby Wade said. 
“We're still trying to process it.” 

Jackson has probably had to 
make the biggest adjustment. 
Five days ago, he was competing 
with Sage Rosenfels for the start- 
ing job. Now he’s trying to earn a 
spot as Favre’s backup. 

He responded in impressive 
fashion, completing 12 of 15 pass- 
es for 205 yards and two touch- 
downs, including a 64-yarder to 
Darius Reynaud. 

Cowboys 30, Titans 10: At 
Arlington, Texas, Tony Romo 
looked at home in the first game 
at the nearly $1.2 billion Cowboys 
Stadium, going 18-for-24 for 192 
yards. 

Dallas gained 249 yards and 
17 first downs in the first half. 
Marion Barber capped a 15- 
play, 90-yard drive with a 1-yard 
touchdown and Felix Jones had 
the go-ahead score on another 1- 
yard run with 1 second left in the 
first half. 

Falcons 20, Rams 13: At St. 
Louis, Atlanta’s starters were 
flawless and the Rams starters 
had no answer, not even against 
the second-stringers. 

Michael Turner accounted for 
all but 12 yards on the opening 
77-yard drive and Matt Ryan was 
7-for-8 for 81 yards with a touch- 
down pass in two series.

He has a four-year contract 
that pays him nearly $5 million 
a season, in the upper echelon 
of league coaches. He also has 
the unwavering support of team 
president Tim Ruskell. Ruskell 
was Atlanta’s assistant general 
manager in 2004 when the Fal- 
cons surprised many by choosing 
Mora, then the defensive coordi- 
nator in San Francisco, as their 
head coach over Chicago assis- 
tant Lovie Smith and others. 

“T just noticed how the play- 
ers gravitated to him.” Ruskell 
said. “He’s an energy guy, right? 
Teams take on the personality of 
their coach, and it became that. 
And that year, we didn’t really 
know what we were going to be. 
We were coming off a poor sea- 
son. That’s exactly what the team 
needed.” 

Seattle has the same need now. 
The Seahawks finished 4-12 last 
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season, their worst record since 
1992. 

Mora brought along his former 
Falcons offensive coordinator, 
Greg Knapp, to replace Hol- 
mgren’s more finesse, pass-first 
system with a grinding run game. 
The defense is attacking more 
now under first-time coordinator 
Gus Bradley. 

Mora has even practiced flea- 
flickers and double-reverse pass- 
es, tricks Holmgren despised. 

Mora’s level of detail is seem- 
ingly as boundless as his energy. 
Quarterback Matt Hasselbeck 
said the Seahawks are practicing 
situations he hasn’t seen in his 12 
years in the league. 

One morning this month, the of- 
fense worked a late-game, third- 
down situation in which the play’s 
result was near a first down with 
no timeouts remaining. While 
team attendants brought out 
chains to measure, Mora had the 
field-goal unit run — of course 
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— onto the field. He kept Hassel- 
beck in to be the holder. 

Mora had the team practice it 
both ways: If it was short of the 
line to gain, the field goal was 
tried. If the offense got the first 
down, Hasselbeck ran the field- 
goal team to the line then spiked 
the ball to kill the fictitious clock. 

Although it’s a situation all 
teams likely discuss in meetings, 
Seattle hadn’t practiced it in any- 
one’s memory. 

As Mora’s first training camp 
of his second NFL chance ended 
Thursday, gasping players mar- 
veled at the unrelenting pace of 
two-a-days and meetings — and 
at having had one day off from 
July 31 through this weekend. 

“Tt’s like Camp Grind ’Em Out 
here, you know,” former Bengals 
wide receiver T.J. Houshmandza- 
deh said, laughing. 

Cornerback Ken Lucas just 
finished his ninth NFL camp. He 
said this was the fastest-paced 
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and most mentally taxing one 
yet. 

“We’ve been practicing so fast, 
the game seemed easy,” he said of 
last weekend’s exhibition victory 
at San Diego. “We’re pushing it 
so hard. I really appreciate Coach 
Mora picking up the tempo. 

“It’s kind of hard to say you 
can’t do something when he’s 
running up mountains on week- 
ends. If he can do that, we can do 
this. It’s going to pay off.” 

Mora’s Falcons led the NFL in 
rushing every year, but the Fal- 
cons struggled badly once the op- 
ponent took the lead. Under Mora, 
Atlanta was 0-17 when entering 
the fourth quarter with a deficit. 

His tenure there also included 
an odd series of off-field distrac- 
tions, including the embarrass- 
ment he caused himself during 
a Seattle radio station interview 
before a key game against Dallas 
in December 2006. 

Mora said his “dream job” was 


to return to coach at Washington 
and that he’d jump at a chance 
to take it — even if the Falcons 
were in the middle of the playoffs. 
Mora later said he was only kid- 
ding with the radio host, former 
Huskies teammate Hugh Millen. 

The comments upset Falcons 
fans and angered team owner Ar- 
thur Blank. 

So how has Mora changed from 
his Atlanta tenure? 

“There’s been a definite distinc- 
tion in the way he’s approached 
it with the players,” Knapp said. 
“He’s probably not quite as close 
with the players. That’s not to 
say he’s distancing himself from 
them — he’s still got a select vet- 
eran group he listens to, because 
he still wants their input. 

“But there is more urgency 
now, and he keeps more of a 
distance.” 

Yet another reason why Mora is 
always running.

Probe of attack 
on Raiders coach

ALAMEDA, Calif. — The Napa 
police department reopened its 
investigation Friday into an at- 
tack that left Oakland Raiders as- 
sistant coach Randy Hanson with 
a broken bone in his face. 

Hanson was hospitalized fol- 
lowing the Aug. 5 attack that 
he told police was initiated by a 
member of the Raiders coaching 
staff at the team’s training-camp 
hotel in Napa. 

Internet reports said head 
coach Tom Cable attacked Han- 
son during a meeting with some 
of the team’s defensive coaches. 

Cable would not comment when 
asked Friday about the news that 
the police had reopened the in- 
vestigation. Earlier in the week, 
he said “nothing happened.” 

“When all the facts come out, 
everything will be fine,” Cable 
said Thursday. 

The police said earlier this 
week that the case was closed be- 
cause the victim was unwilling 
to cooperate. On Friday, the de- 
partment announced that it had 
been reopened, apparently after 
Hanson agreed to cooperate with 
authorities. 

The NF Lis looking into the case 
to determine if Cable violated the 
league’s personal-conduct policy. 
According to the policy, a coach 
or player can be disciplined for 
“violent or threatening behavior 
among employees, whether in or 
outside the workplace.” 

According to the Internet site 
the National Football Post, the 
attack happened after Cable told 
Hanson he was being relegated 
from an on-field coach with de- 
fensive backs to breaking down 
film. The report said Cable at- 
tacked Hanson after the assistant 
contested something defensive 
coordinator John Marshall had 
said. After being told by owner Al 
Davis that he could not get his job 
back, Hanson reportedly decided 
to cooperate with police. 

Hanson was also a key player 
in the dispute that helped lead 
to coach Lane Kiffin’s firing last 
season. Kiffin suspended Han- 
son after the assistant criticized 
the coaching staff in a meeting 
following a 41-14 season-opening 
loss to Denver. Davis later re- 
instated Hanson and Kiffin was 
fired a few weeks later. 


Vick to make debut 
for Eagles against Jags 


PHILADELPHIA — Michael 
Vick will make his Eagles debut 
Thursday night against the Jack- 
sonville Jaguars if all goes well 
over the next three days of prac- 
tice, coach Andy Reid said Sat- 
urday. “I think there is a chance 
of that,’ Reid said. “Right now 
that’s the plan. But we’ll see how 
it goes.” 

Vick signed with Philadelphia 
on Aug. 13 but was not allowed to 
play in the team’s first two exhibi- 
tions games under the provisions 
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of his suspension from the league. 
Vick has worked the majority of 
his time at quarterback. If he 
does play Thursday, he would 
share time with starter Donovan 
McNabb and Kevin Kolb, who is 
coming back from a knee injury. 

“T want to see how he does this 
week,” Reid said. “He worked 
throughout the week here as we 
went to the game [in Indianapo- 
lis]. He did a couple of workouts 
here and was here yesterday on 
the players’ day off and worked 
hard. He’s getting through that 
soreness and we’ll just see how 
it goes for this week as he goes 
through practice.” 

Vick has spent extra time on 
his own working with offensive 
coordinator Marty Mornhinweg 
and quarterbacks coach James 
Urban. Reid said Vick was using 
only his arm to throw initially but 
started to use his legs more as the 
week went on. “I think he’s made 
good strides,’ Reid said, “but 
again I have to see this week here 
and what he does.” 


Burress hires consultant 
to get ready for prison 


NEW YORK — Plaxico 
Burress’ lawyer said a prison 
consultant is preparing the for- 
mer New York Giants star for 
life behind bars. 

Benjamin Brafman told the 
New York Post in a story pub- 
lished Saturday that the wide 
receiver is getting advice on 
“how to use his period of con- 
finement as productively as 
possible.” 

Burress, 32, pleaded guilty 
Thursday to one count of at- 
tempted criminal possession of 
a weapon. He accidentally shot 
himself in the thigh at a Man- 
hattan nightclub in November. 

His plea deal calls for a two- 
year prison term. Burress is to 
be sentenced Sept. 22.

Retirement gives former coach more time 
to help make a difference in others’ lives

TERRE HAUTE, Ind. 

ony Dungy never lost 

his passion for football. 

He just wanted to do 

more than win games 
and rings. 

Six months after leaving the 
NFL, Dungy has accepted a big- 
ger challenge — helping others 
— with the same vigor he brought 
to the field for more than three 
decades. Whether it’s the high- 
profile case of Michael Vick or the 
lower-profile project of advising 
high school athletes through an 
instructional movie, retirement 
hasn’t changed Dungy’s mission. 

“Tt’s a chance for me to not nec- 
essarily just speak to 23- to 35- 
year-old football players,” Dungy 
said from his Florida home. “I 
talked at the Northwestern Mutu- 
al annual meeting and have spo- 
ken to junior high kids. It’s been 
exciting, and the Vick thing has 
taken on a life of its own.” 

Indeed, the Vick matter has 
overshadowed Dungy’s other 
work. But things have not slowed 
since he left the fast-paced world 
of football in January. Instead, 
Dungy’s schedule is so full he 
turned down an appointment to 
President Barack Obama’s faith- 
based advisory council. 

What’s on Dungy’s docket? 

Well, there is that weekly gig 
he landed at NBC. He’s also been 
criss-crossing the country for 
book signings and speeches, is 
still involved with the prison min- 
istry and working with Vick at 
the urging of NFL commissioner 
Roger Goodell. 

“What people don’t understand 
is that maybe you’ve done this 50 
times before with someone, but 
it’s not with someone with as high 
a profile as Mike,” Dungy said. 
“T’ve done it with young guys who 
are just getting out of jail and you 
feel good when they come back 
and say, ‘You helped me a little 
bit.’” 

Dungy fits the profile of role 
model perfectly. 


He earned the respect of play- 
ers and the reverence of fans with 
his stoic presence and genteel na- 
ture with the Indianapolis Colts 
and Tampa Bay Buccaneers. 

Yet he never wanted to be in the 
spotlight unless he could do some- 
thing meaningful. That’s what his 
retirement is all about. 

His newest project debuts 
Tuesday when about 500 movie 
theaters show the premiere of 
“Tony Dungy’s Red Zone ’09.” 
The presentation is geared to- 
ward high school coaches, play- 
ers and players’ families, and 
includes a_ star-studded cast. 
Three-time league MVP Peyton 
Manning, 2007 NFL Defensive 
Player of the Year Bob Sanders 
and other Colts are prominently 
featured. Hall of Fame receiver 
Michael Irvin talks about mak- 
ing right and wrong decisions. 
Southern California coach Pete 
Carroll talks about recruiting. 
Colts strength coach Jon Torine 
discusses weightlifting, supple- 
ments and steroids. 

The overall message is some- 
thing Dungy’s players heard re- 
peatedly. “You want to talk about 
drills and things that players can 
do to make themselves better on 
the field,’ Dungy said. “But if you 
only do that, it’s not going to help 
them in the long run. What makes 
great people and players is what 
you do with your life. Don’t fall 
into the trap of abuse of drugs or 
alcohol or freedom.” 


hat has changed is how 
Dungy can express 
those views. Without 


the constraints of being a coach, 
Dungy has taken his campaign on 
the road. He can fly in and out of 
cities whenever he wants, speak 
in classrooms and attend book 
signings. He can spend more time 
with his family, too. 

Had he not been in the NFL, 
Dungy might not have gotten 
these opportunities. Now that he’s 
retired, he has a chance to fulfill 
what he believes is his calling. 

“It’s fun and it’s exciting,” he 
said, “and it’s rewarding.”

CHICAGO — A billionaire brokerage 
family will attempt what a newspaper pub- 
lisher and a chewing-gum dynasty failed to 
do: Break baseball’s longest World Series 
drought. 

The Rickettses, longtime Cubs fans 
whose wealth comes from family owned 
Ameritrade, signed an agreement Friday 
to buy a 95 percent stake of the team and 
its Wrigley Field home from Tribune Co. 

The $845 million deal also includes 
Tribune’s approximately 25 percent share 
of regional cable TV network Comcast 
SportsNet Chicago. 

The deal, which requires approval by a 
bankruptcy court judge and Major League 
Baseball, may not help deliver a title to a 
profitable but hapless franchise that last 
won the big one in 1908.

— Running back Quentin 
Castille was dismissed from the Nebraska 
football program for violating unspecified 
team rules. 

Coach Bo Pelini did not elaborate on the 
violations committed by the junior from 
La Porte, Texas.

Mora runs headfirst into second life as head coach

RENTON, Wash. 

t’s one thing that Jim Mo- 

ras incomparable drive 

and boundless’ energy 

impress the Seahawks 

he coaches. After all, he controls 

their livelihood, so bowing to the 
boss isn’t a bad idea. 

Its much more impressive 
that one of the world’s premier 
mountaineers, a man who knows 
no limits, is blown away by this 
47-year-old, this dynamic force 
hoping to transform Seattle in his 
second go around as an NFL head 
coach. 

“Coach Mora, he’s so DRIV- 
EN! It’s phenomenal watching 
him,” said Ed Viesturs, who re- 
cently climbed Mount Everest for 
the seventh time and is the first 
American to summit the world’s 
14 tallest peaks without supple- 
mental oxygen. 

Last month, Viesturs success- 
fully led Mora, NFL commis- 
sioner Roger Goodell, Seahawks 
CEO Tod Leiweke and others to 
the top of Washington’s 14,411- 
foot Mount Rainier. 

Viesturs has reached the sum- 
mit of Rainier countless times. 
Yet he notes how difficult the 
two-day, 12-plus-hour slog in 
crampons over crevasses and up 
rope lines is, especially for first- 
timers such as Mora. 

“When we got to the top, we’re 
all tired and guys are excited 
to have made it,” Viesturs said. 
“And Jim was looking for more 
mountain. 

“He wanted to do more!” 

He always wants to do more. 

This husband and father of 
four runs before dawn up rugged 
Tiger Mountain near his subur- 
ban home on Seattle’s east side, 
where he went to high school. 
Players who have taken him up 
on invites to join him have vom- 
ited during the workout.

ning, so are his Seahawks. Be- 
tween plays, drills — heck, even 
meetings, if the hallway’s wide 
enough. 

When asked at the end of last 
season what these Seahawks 
could expect from Mora after 
10 years under Mike Holmgren, 
Patrick Kerney thought back to 
when Mora coached him with the 
Falcons. Then he smiled. 

“Running,” Kerney said. 

“T’ll never forget the first time 
I met him in Atlanta,” the two- 
time Pro Bowl defensive end said. 
“He comes in, new coach, all this 
energy. I was like, OK, he’s new. 
He’s excited. I expected it to wane 
a little over time. 

“Tt hasn’t.” 

Mora left Atlanta on New Year’s 
Day 2007, fired but proud. He led 
the Falcons to the NFC champi- 
onship game in his first season 
as a head coach. He was 26-22 in 
three tumultuous seasons, join- 
ing Leeman Bennett as the only 
Falcons coaches to leave with a 
winning record. 

On his way out, he vowed to be 
an NFL head coach again — and 
remain one for 20 more years. 

“Tt’s the fabric of my life,” he 
said. 

He had two interviews with the 
Dolphins about replacing Nick 
Saban, but instead returned to his 
boyhood home of Seattle. His fa- 
ther, Jim, the former coach of the 
Saints and Colts, was an assistant 
in the 1970s under Don James 
at the University of Washington. 
The younger Mora was a walk-on 
linebacker for the Huskies in the 
early ’80s. 

Mora bided his time for two 
seasons as an overqualified Se- 
ahawks defensive assistant. Then 
Seattle hired him as Holmgren’s 
replacement for 2009. An awk- 
ward, coach-in-layaway plan 
played out last season. 

“T’ve been looking forward to 
being back on the sideline in that 
role,’ Mora said. “I think there’ll 
be an adjustment period ... prob- 
ably throughout the preseason. 
But I’m excited.”
